It Is not always readily and easily 
accessible since It Is spread out ovar moserous 
publications and presented In somtlmes confusing 
detail* To assist tliose trtio are not fMlllar 
Mith this material or need no more than som 
relatively simple facts, the Cooyendluw of Unl* 
verslty Statistics has been desl^d: It alms to 
serve as" a cwtraT inference source and to bring 
together in one place and In summary form sijm of 
the basic statistics on our universities, 



This edition of the Ccwpendlw up<tates the Infor- 
mation contained In the 1983 edition; as a im^ 
feature, a table on enrolments In second languaj^ 
inmrslon programs has been added. Currently 
available publlcatlcms, mostly from Statistics 
Canada, have been used as sources of Inforraatlmi; 
in a few instances, as yet unpublished data pro- 
vided by Statistics Canada have been Included. 
We are most grateful to this agency and, particu- 
larly, its Education. Culture and Tourism Divi- 
sion for their generous assistance and for allow- 
ing us freely to use their pt4)11 cations. 



The body of the Cowj^ndli^ consists of 30 tables, 
arranged in eight sections. The first section 
presents information of a general nature pertain- 
ing to all levels of education and to topics such 
as unen^loyment rates, R I D expenditures and 
second language Immersion. The nawlnlng sec- 
tions deal with the universities with Sectlw 2 
focusing in particular on the iM»*er Institutions 
of AUCC and Sections 3 to 8 covering the totality 
of the university sector of Canadian higfwr evi- 
ration. The latter sections deal successively 
with enrolments, degrees, tuition and other fees, 
fatuity, finances and libraries. A dlagrl^ show- 
ing sone of the major participants In the univer- 
sity systems across Cana<ta precedes the statisti- 
cal sections; they are followed by an anfH)tated 
bibliography of some of the more i^levant educa- 
tion and science publications of Statistics 
Canada • 

Uplanatory footnotes to the tables have been 
kept to a minimt^. In case of uncertainty as to 
the ejract Mture of the coverac^ provided, the 
reader is advised to consult the source doct^nts 
which are ic^ntified under each table.
